Britain - Europe 

Correspondents in Close 
Touch With Situation Over, 
seas. Express Personal Opin- 


This week two correspondents close¬ 
ly associated with the march of events 
in Britain and Europe, have express¬ 
ed their own views oh the internation¬ 
al situation overseas. Their views may 
be of interest.-— 

One writing from Ireland, refers to 
the tension prevailing during the 
Munich conference, and the aftermath 
of cooler judgment, says: “All our 
sympathies were with the Czechs in 
their gallant fight for freedom. What 
will be the end of all the capitulation 
and ‘appeasement’ (how I hate that 
word!) I am tired reading of how 
criminal was our treatment of the 
‘beaten foe’ in the old war. I am wait¬ 
ing for someone to ask in parliament 
‘What treatment would the beaten foe 
have meted to us?’ You have seen 
how they have treated Jews and now 
Aryans who are their own- citizens. 
Many seeim still to think they got off 
'too easily. Look how they wasted Bel¬ 
gium and France! If their own coun¬ 
try had been left a shambles they 
might not have been so keen on an¬ 
other war. 

I do not blame the German nation 
so much, but yet I wonder! They say 
a nation gets the kind of government 
it deserves. I seem to remember in 
pre-war days, a boasting Kaiser and 
applauding people, not much different 
from the present. The Germans cer¬ 
tainly do not want war but they do 
not mind how much territory and 
wealth they can scoop in without 
shedding a drop of precious Aryan 
blood. 

“They say Hitler is watching 
France and Russia anxiously. France 
is in a bad state, and Stalin’s purges 
are revolting. If these two countries 
do not steady themselves there will be 
fine pickings for the two dictators. 
Hitler has his eye on the corn of the 
Ukraine and the country is full of 
his agents. But there has never been 
a tyranny whose power has endured. 

“I hope Britain will stop her fool¬ 
ery of disarming while other nations 
pile up arms. There was a time when 
Britain’s word would have stood 
aga'nst the world. Now none so poor 
as do her reverence. 

“About Chamberlain? Well, while 
thankful for the breathing space, and 
hoping his policy may have better 
result than have accrued so far, we 
are not inclined to bow to his judg¬ 
ment. Personally I believe he is too 
much inclined to follow in Hitler’s 
train. One thing stands in his way and 
he is clever enough to know it—the 
heart of the British man in the street 
is sound and he has let Chamberlain 
and Hitler know that he has no inten¬ 
tion of being dragged at Hitler’s 
chariot wheel. 

“Don’t think I am a war monger, 
but if our defences had been a tenth 
of what they should have been there 
would have been no danger of war. 

“And now what of Canada? I hesi¬ 
tate to ass judgment without knowing 
all sides, but you must admit that the 
official voice of your country was 
strangely silent when we were on the 
brink of disaster.” 

Eastern Trend of Germany 

Another letter from one particular 
ly concerned with the outlook in 
France, expressed another view on 
affairs. The writer draws his conclus¬ 
ions from a study of commentators 
and press of Europe. He says:

Will Hold Annual Meeting 

February 18th; Appoint E.G. 

McPherson Returning Officer 

The regular December meeting of 
the council of the Municipal District 
of Royal, No. 158, was held in the of¬ 
fice, Vulcan on Monday, Dec. 12th, 

3 338. Reeve Bennett occupied the 
chair and councillors Roebuck, Spaeth 
Bateman, Gordon and Snow were 
present. 

The minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were read. 

Reeve Bennett pointed out that all 
voting should be recorded in the min¬ 
utes, and referring to the motion 
with regard to the Dickinson matter 
on N Vz 27, said that no council' or any¬ 
one had any authority to change a 
payment, and those voting for such a 
potion could be held responsible for 
the amount. 

The minutes were approved. 

The financial statement for the/ 
month of November 1938 was read to 
the council. Bank balances shown on 
the statement were verified with the 
varipus bank books. It was moved by 
-Mr. Roebuck and carried unanimously 
that the statement be approved. 

Reeve Bennett reported to the 
council that members of the Vulcan 
Hospital Board desired to interview 
the council in respect to hospital ac¬ 
counts. It was moved by Mr. Roebuck 
that a committee of the council be ap¬ 
pointed to interview the hospital 
board. An amendment was moved by 
Mr. Spaeth that the Hospital Board 
interview the council at the next 
meeting. The motion as amended was 
carried. Roebuck and Snow nays. 

It was moved by Mr. Roebuck and 
carried that the district hold its nom¬ 
ination meeting, and annual meeting 
In the I.O.O.F. hall, Vulcan, -on Sat¬ 
urday, February 18th, 1939, at 1 p.m. 
and that Mr. E. G. McPherson be ap¬ 
pointed returning officer. The motion,^ 
carried unanimously. 

During discussion of a seizure mat* 
tei. Mr. Bennett referred to his con¬ 
versations with Department of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs heads at the municipal 
convention. Mr. Bennett stated that 
Mr. Maynard, the Minister of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs gave a very good address 
at the convention. Mr. Maynard told 
•the oonvention that the councils had 
fallen down on the job of collecting 
taxes and -seed grain accounts and 
4hat-4ba-tnajority of these accounts 
could have been collected when cur 
rent, if gone after. He said so many 
councillors were behind themselves, 
and were advising ratepayers not to 
pay. Mr. Bennett said that he told Mr. 
Soutter and Mr. Maynard that he had 
thought about resigning as reeve and 
they asked him why quit. He had also 
discussed Mr. Bateman’s case with the 
linister and deputy minister and had 
asked what they thought of the cor¬ 
respondence which had been sent in 
respect to the matter. They had said 
that it was natural to suppose that 
the councillor would be through when j 
he turned in his time, but a resigna- i 
tion should be a written one. 

Mr. Bennett continued his remarks 
about the council maintaining its 
budget and pointed out that after the 
budget had been sent to Edmonton it 
was returned wdth the remarks that 
a budget was of no use unless the 
council stayed within its budget. Each 
councillor has been voted so much 
money, and the way things were go¬ 
ing it looked as though they were re¬ 
veling to the old practice as before. 
Because one councillor overspends, 
another councillor says he will keep 
ip or go one better. 

A circular letter from the Hamly 
Press in Edmonton in respect to the 
process of photographing the finan¬ 
cial statement was read. It was moved 
by Mr. Bateman that the district have 
its financial statemen photographed 
by this process this year. Discussion 
on the motion brought out the fact 
that the local printer should be con¬ 
sidered for this business as the dis¬ 
trict bad obtained excellent service 
rrom the paper. An amendment was 
noved by Mr. Spaoth that the state¬ 
ments be printed locally exactly as 
•.he original statement. The motion as 
amended was carried. Mr. Snow op¬ 
posed.

Germany, so far, has refused to ad¬ 
mit responsibility for payment of the 
debts of Austria, owned abroad, 
though the country itself was taken 
over, says The Niagara Falls Review. 
We have seen the imposition of a 
$400,000^)00 fine on the Jews in Ger¬ 
many anti it may be of interest to 
note what Germany carried out of 
Austria, birthplace of Hitler, after 
its occupation and capture. The fol¬ 
lowing is given on high authority by 
The London, England, Review: 

1. The art collections of the Haps- 
burgs, including two Imperial mus¬ 
eums, three museums in Belvedere 
Park, the Albertina graphics, the 
great collection of Gobeline and sev¬ 
eral art collections in the provinces. 
The Ambassadors’ Conference in 1919 
valued these at six billion gold francs. 

2. The reserves of the National 

Bank of Austria in gold and foreign 
currencies. This amounted to 800 
million gold schillings. „ 

3. All privately owned gold, 
amounting to 800 million gold schil¬ 
lings. 

4. Privately owned foreign curren¬ 
cy also confiscated (value estimated 
at one billion gold schillings). 

5. The property of the Hapsburg.q 

said to be worth 800 million gold 
schillings. ' 

6. The possessions of the nobility 
and clericals also confiscated. 

7. State possession, forests and 
mines. 

8. Jewish possessions, all property, 
factories, shops, estates, collections, 
libraries. This particular robbery is 
not yet completed.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald. 
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THE OLD YEAR ENDS 


UX)R twenty-two days last spring a Special Com- 
1 mittee of the Canadian Senate heard evidence on 
Oie.Canid'an railway problem. Their work was of vallTe, in 
that the testimony given and the exhibits filed have, made 
a nTatter of public record many phases of the railway 
aqj, -u.wouJt .tuEjaujit }ou aja.w A'[snoi.\jjd isql uu[qo.id 
woik. however, is unfinished, for no report has been made. 

Peiusal of the 1426 printed pages of evidence and exhi¬ 
bits which have resulted from the hearings to date sug 
rests one reason why the committee has at yet been un¬ 
able to make a definite report. The specific task set them 
'•as “to inquire into and report upon the best means of 
relieving the country from its extremely serious railway 
condition and finamial burden consequent thereto.” As 
a starting-point they .had before them the C.P.R. proposal 
made at the request of the Royal Commission on Transpor¬ 
tation in 1931.* The Committee and the country were justi¬ 
fied in expecting that Canadian' National officials wquld 
cither approve this proposal, with some modifications,- or 
produce an alternative plan, supported by facts and figures. 

Canadian National officials apparently misunderstood 
what was expected of them, and the bulk of their evidence 
was devoted to destructive criticism of the C.P.R. proposal. 
Members of the Committee and their counsel did their ut¬ 
most to elicit constructive suggestfbns from the C.N.R. 
witnesses, but with very little success. 

The immediate duty of the Senate Committee therefore 
appears to lie to induce the spokesman for the C.N.R. to 
state precisely what they recommend should be done to¬ 
wards solution of the railway problem. With two propos¬ 
als before them, they should be able to conre to a conclus¬ 
ion as to how the annual deficits of the C.N.R. can best be 
reduced or eliminated,: Since the deficits alone aie eating 
into the national revenue at the rate of $1,000,000 a week, 
it is not unreasonable to suggest that the committee should 
resume its hearings with the reopening of Parliament on 
January ]2th. 


r |'HE year 1938 is now almost closed, and in the 
next few days we will be relegating most of the In¬ 
cidents of the year to the limbo of the past. It is impos¬ 
sible, however, to separate the past from the future, be¬ 
cause what has occurred in the last twelve months will 
bring consequences ir. 1939. 

The world awaits in trepidation the developments of the 
future. Violence, bitterness and hate have held whole na¬ 
tions in their grip. Whether these passions will reach a 
climax in the coming year, or whether some great mediat¬ 
ing force will rise, is something that only time will reveal. 
There is little happiness or reassurance in any contempla¬ 
tion of world affairs. 

Perhaps because of this, there is the inclination to cling 
with more appreciation to the security which we know—the 
security of home, and friends and small community. Al¬ 
though the clash and upheaval of outside affairs inevitably 
affect the morale of all people, even those not directly 
touched, there should be deepest gratitude in realization 
of how greatly the pcpple of Canada are blessed. Few na¬ 
tions are as fiee from international vexations or as free 
to pursue constructive policies in internal affairs. In con¬ 
tract with the tragedies of other peoples, fully as. deserv- 
■ng, we are a greatly favored nation. But instead of show¬ 
ing awareness of our good fortune, we have in the last 
year, shown a lamentable spirit of smallness, and a desire 
to create trouble where no trouble should exist. The little 
grievances of provinces in relation to other provinces and 
tc the senior government, have been magnified out of all 
proportion to suit the whims.of petty politicians. This has 
beert the unsatisfactory record of 1938. If there is not a- 
more balanced and broadminded spirit displayed in 1939, 
we may reap a harvest of discontent and dissatisfaction 
in Canada, that cannot easily be controlled. And if that 
develops it might well be constiued as a judgment on a 
people that did not know enough to cherish its blessings. 

The year 1939 lies ahead, unmarred as yet by the mis¬ 
takes nf man. Will nations, communities and individuals 
achieve a nobler record than in 1938; will they resolve to 
deal more fairly, think more kindly? Or has 1938 faileo 
to bring anything valuable in experience?

We have had the spectacle of a 
Provincial Premier attempting to in¬ 
fluence a municipal election during 
the past week. Premier Hepburn in¬ 
terjected himself in the mayoralty 
contest in the city of Windsor where 
David Croll, a former Hepburn gov¬ 
ernment minister was a candidate. 
Croll was electee by a majority of 
over 5,000 votes over his nearest op¬ 
ponent. Hepburn’s interference acted 
as a boomerang and Croll's friends 
rallied to his support stronger than 
ever. Premier Hepburn established a 
dangerous precedent and he had had 
his answer.—Carleton Canadian. 


Proposals to issue two percent per¬ 
petual bonds callable at any time as 
part of the refunding of the Alberta’s 
public debt of $157,000,000 is under 
consideration in government circles. 

The proposed “baby bonds” would 
not be used for refunding the whole 
debt but chiefly to retire some of the 
old bonds on which the province has 
defaulted on the maturity date. No 
amount has yet been mentioned as the 
total for the proposed issue. 

Alberta’s bond defaults since the 
government took office in September 
1935, total $7,605,200 and Premier 
Aberhart has indicated maturities on 
Jan. 1 and Jan. 15 next totalling $3,- 
500,000 would not be met unless fin¬ 
ancial aid was given. 

One government authority said the 
suggestion for the baby bond issue 
was to give the public an opportunity 
to buy bonds at any time. 

“In^this way it would be possible 
for/ nyone who so desired to partici¬ 
pate in the general scheme of refund¬ 
ing and thereby transfer the debt of 
the province to the credit of our own 
people,” he said. 

“The yearly payment of interest 
would then be distribute^ to our own 
people thereby increasing the total 
purchasing power within the province

Some time ago a news item- told of the plight of the 
pelicans—large flocks of pelicans—that were standing 
around on the shores of a fishing harbor near Santa Moni¬ 
ca. The awkward birds with large extensible skin pouches 
beneath the lower half of their beaks—their diet almost 
exclusively fish—had been fed for many years by the fish¬ 
ermen as they cleaned their catches. As a result the birds 
became slothful. They gulped the waste thrown them and 
packed their pouches with extra food to be consumed at 
their leisuie. But a season of poor-fishing ensued. Boats 
came in from the sea almost empty. Fish were at a prem¬ 
ium and, naturally, the Pelicans were forgotten. There they 
stood squawking, complaining and growing thinner each 
day. There were plenty of fish in the sea for the pelicans 
but they had been taken care of so long that they had lost 
their instinct for fishing and all ability to hustle for them¬ 
selves. 

Finally the fishermen noticed the emaciated, helpless 
birds, gaunt and bewildered, thpre on the beach. One of the 
fishermen sensed the trouble and sent, for a flock of peli- 
■ans from a beach well removed from human habitation 
—pelicans that had not been coddled and made helpless 
through the misplaced kindness of fishermen. The new ar¬ 
rivals went to work at once. Out th sea they flew and re¬ 
turned with full stomachs and distended pouches. They 
looked for no assistance and thrived through application of 
native initiative. The local starving pelicans soon began 
to “see the light.” They followed the lead of their more 
aggressive and self-reliant visitors. After a time they, too, 
were able to take care of themselves and are again living 
as Nature intended them to live. 

As a matter of fact there is not a great deal of difference 
between human beings and pqlicans under certain condi¬ 
tions.—Exchange.

fore gn powers. But recent reports of Nazi propaganda in- 
German settlements aie disquieting. Naziism is an ideology 
directly opposed to the ideal of democracy by which Canada 
is governed. To introduce Nazi agents into Canada from 
the Motherland is to strain the tolerance of democratic 
countries too gieatiy, 

specific instances of the activity of this foreign influence 
have heen quoted from irochu district. The report states 
tuos aq o} aae ‘;uaosap ueuua[) jo uo.n>[jq3 .auipui:}s;no }iu|} 
to i.emiany, to be trained under Nazi system, presumably 
for leadership. And when their education is completed, they 
are to be returned to Canada. The only purpose in their 
return would be to serve as Nazi leaders here. 

These German children would be diverted from their 
normal future as good Canadian citizens, and would in 
stead be trained in Germany jn a system and belief antag¬ 
onistic to democratic ideals. They would return as a men- 
uoipsu Xub ieqi Piqipauaui suiaas Xuiunoo siq} oj a.n; 
could entertain such an ambition, or that any other na¬ 
tion would submit to such virtual conscription of its citi¬ 
zens. 

Canada has a large foreign population, and has appar¬ 
ently, at least, made a fair success of Canadianization.

Alta Takes Nearly 
500 Prizes 


Four hundred and ninety-two 
award*, including a grand champion¬ 
ship in market cattle, three reserve 
championships in beef cattle, market 
cattle and dairy cattle, nine champion¬ 
ships and six reserve championships 
were Alberta’s share in the Toronto 
ltoyal prize list, according to figures 
just released by the Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture. « 

In only two of the classes did Al¬ 
berta score below a first prize, taking 
seconds irt junior judging and in 
swine. In grain the awards included 
one special prize and fourteen firsts; 
in junior grain there were four firsts, 
in beef cattle fourteen firsts, in addi¬ 
tion to championship awards; in dairy 
cattle eleven firsts besides champion¬ 
ships. There were five firsts in hor¬ 
ses, nine in sheep, seven in poultry, 
two in turkeys and eleven in butter 
and cheese. The exhibits were under 
the direction of Mr. O. S. Longman, 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and Mr. J. R. Sweeney, Deputy Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture, attended the 
show and the conferences accompany¬ 
ing it. It is a splendid record.

At a recent meeting of the Foothills 
Health Unit, one of the discussions I 
centred on the relation between the 
boundaries of the new large school di¬ 
vision, and the health unit. It was 
found that the territories included in 
t v e two, by no means coincided, and 
that there were a number of schools 
included in the school division, which 
are not contributors to the Health 
Unit. George L. Wilson, public school 
inspector of the new school unit, was 
present at the meeting to discuss 
practical measures which might bring 
these schools into the health unit. Af¬ 
ter lengthy consideration it was mov¬ 
ed bv S. Fox and F. E. Bennett, and 
carried that the executive (with Dr. 
Somerville) be authorized to make ar¬ 
rangements if necessary to extend 
the services of this Health service, as 
far' as seems advisable and as may be 
permitted by financial circumstances 
Increased Population L.I.D. 160 
Another matter of discussion was 
the financial support at present con¬ 
tributed by Local Improvement Dis¬ 
trict 160. This area includes the oil¬ 
fields, and it has been estimated that 
the population is increased since the 
last census, by some 1500 or 2,000 
people. This development brings the 
contribution of the L.I.D. out of line 
with the support given by other con¬ 
tributing municipalities. The secretary 
was instructed to take up the matter 
of increased contribution with the 
Dept, of Municipal Affairs and the

Survival of Prairie Agricul¬ 
ture, Depends on Restoration 
Of International Trade 


Farm organizations, commercial 
companies, boards of trade and other 
bodies were represented at the con¬ 
ference called by Premier Bracken to 
discuss questions vital to western ag¬ 
riculture. In opening the session Pre¬ 
mier Bracken said that the only 
sound remedy for the lack of world 
markets is restoration of international 
trade by making it possible for na¬ 
tions willing to buy our wheat to pay 
for it in goods. 

Declaring that nothing short of an 
international wheat agreement fixing 
a world price and quotas can meet the 
present emergency. J. H. Wesson, 
President of the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool, said that neither importing nor 
exporting countries wanted cheap 
w'heat.' Supply could be made to meet 
demand only by world quotas. 

It was not practical to reduce world 
wheat acreage, even if agreement 
could be reached, Mr. Wesson con¬ 
tended, since such a solution did not 
take crop hazards into account. There 
would have been a world wheat fam¬ 
ine in 1937 if the advice in that direc¬ 
tion given in 1931 has been followed. 

In view of the fact that any reduc¬ 
tion of wheat production in Western 
Canada would be as dangerous to 
British defence as to the economic life 
of Canada itself, Mr. Griffin of the U. 
G.G. believed some emergency ar¬ 
rangement might be made with the 
Government of the United Kingdom 
under which Canada would maintain a 
reservoir of 100,000,000 bushels, the 
United Kingdom agreeing to buy 100- 
000,000 bushels a year for five years 
at $1 per bushel. 

Advertising High Quality 

More extensive advertising of the 
superior quality of Canadian wheat 
was one means by which markets 
might be increased, urged Mr. Griffin, 
who also pointed out that its use of 
stock feeding could do something to 
improve the situation. He also stress¬ 
ed the importance of the establish¬ 
ment of a wheat institute.

Nineteen-year-olds, says the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigation at 
Washington, D.C., form the largest 
single age group of ariests each year. 

A survey made for the Department 
of Public Welfare by the Works Pro¬ 
gress Administration showed that the 
average age admissions to the state 
penitentiary is 19. It revealed also 
that 58 per cent of the admissions 
were under 25 years of age, and of 
this group, half were under 21. 

■ Why should youths barely old 
enough to start on their first jobs turn 
to crime? Perhaps that question an¬ 
swers itself. Most of them can’t get 
that first job. Bishop G. Bromley 
Ixnam finds that the young person 
reacts in one or two ways to lack of 
opportunity to work. Either “he 
wants to fight . . .--simply rebels 
against the present set-up,” or he 
takes "an attitude of complete resig¬ 
nation.” The fighter turns to crime, 
sabotage, violent actions of all sorts, 
alcohol and dope. The resigner turns 
to futile brooding. And the net result 
is a serious and usually permanent 
vitiation of youth’s vital morale.
